TEXT OF THE SUPREME COURT BILL, 


The Bar Association Measure Which Will 
Be Introduced Next Week.

Miss Potts has been attending the school 
about eight months. She was placed there 
by her mother to receive a wrong | course 
preparatory to entering society.

“Tommy” Morgan’s Suggestion to the 
Trade and Labor Assembly. 

At ithe meeting of the Trade and Labor As-

ON THE EUROPEAN EXCHANGES. 


“American Securities Were Dull in London 


but Gained in Strength, 

Lonpon, Feb. 1.—Discount rates were firm 
during the last week at 1%@114. ‘The cheap- 
ness of money led to an increase of the foreign 
drain of bullion, which was barely balanced 
by the return of currency from the provinces’ 
and the distribution of dividends. Signs ofa 
reduction of bankers’ balances combined with 
shortening supplies of floating capital in the 
markets render a further drop of the money 
rates improbable. Dealings in silver were 
very small pending the receipt of definite 
news from Washington. Bankers herereceived 
Mr. Goschen’s pound note a ae with de- 
cided aversion and distrust, but the epposition 
lessens under free discussion. If associated 
with an issue of 10-shilling silver notes the 
project would find large support in ‘Parlia- 
ment. Mr. Goschen’s hopeful budget hints 
gave an impulse to British funds, which ad- 
van &% on the week. The silver uncertain- 
ty caused adrop in rupee paper of 1%, the 
lowest price being touched on the announce- 
ment of the death of Mr. Windom. On the 
Stock Exchange business generally was quiet. 

Among the foreign securities Argentines 
show a decline of 244 for the week. . Confi- 
dence in Chileans is alimost restored, holders 
trusting that their iavestments will be ge- 
ure whoever wins in the —— strug- 
gle.

BILL TO PROTECT HOOSIER DUCKS. 


Security to ~~.sir Lives to Be Guaranteed 
talf of the Week. 

A dispatch to Tuz Tatsung from Indianap- 

olis announces that the Housé had engrossed a 

bill which makes it an offense to kill ducks in 


Indiana except Thursdays, Fridays, and Sat- 


urdays. This announcement caused some 
consternation among the new members of the 
vocal clubs which own. preserves in Indiana, 
but the faces of the older members wreathed 
in smiles when the subject was mentioned to 
them. 

The Chicago clubs owned in Indiana are the 
Mak-Saw-Ba, Water Valley, English Lake, 
Cumberland on the Kankakee, Grand Calu- 
met Heights on the Grand Calumet, 
and Tolleston on the Little Calumet. 

W. P. Mussey, who is a member of the Mak- 
Saw-Ba Club, said: ‘“‘ No measure of ‘the 
kind will go through both branches of the 
Legislature. Several of the most protninent 
members of the Senate are members of our 
club, and their influence will be sufficient to 
defeat the bill in the Upper House. We have 
never had any trouble defeating any bill 
aimed at our existence, and this one will 
suffer the fate of the others before it. It is 
presumably drawn up to protect game, but is 
really aimed at us.” |

Hence the actual value of the 
property of this city has been placed some- 
times at an enormously high figure/~But it 
must not be forgotten that there are debts 
which should be deducted. Chicagoans owe 
money at the East and owe it abroad. That 
indebtedness must be ded from the ap- 
parent value of the city. W ert that is done, 
the net value over and above all. indebtedness 
will not exceed $1,000,000,000. ° 

‘At a fafNestimate the ygatly income from 
property does not exceed 6 per cent. There- 
_fdre the net yearly income of the city is not 
over $60,000,000. Some property pays much 
moore than 6 per cent, but that is offset by the 
fact that there are within the city limits many 
square milés of unimproved land which pay 
nothing to their owners and may notido so for 
many years. It will be seen therefore that 
the taxes paid now are equal to nearly 14¢ per 
cent on the net value of the property of the city, 
or almost a quarter of the net income. That 


is drawing near the danger line, and it will 


not be safe to go much if any further. The 


To repeal the present limitations on 
taxation and to allow the tax-eaters to take 
more than a quarter of the net. income of the 
city would stop its growth and allow other and 
wiser municipalities to get ahead of it.

Prior to the adoption of the present Constitu- 
tion State taxes were diverted and school lands 
stolen. If it had not been for the wise and con- 
servative policy contained in the limitations on 
taxation in the Constitution of 1870 the City of 
Chicago would today be in debt $100,000,000, in- 
stead of $13,000,000 or $14,000,000. : 

The friends of a constitutional convention 
believe in mortgage debts, and are anxious for 
a chance to heap up a big one on this city. 
They believe also that the hands of the Legis- 
lature should be untied, so that it might, as of 
old, sell special privileges to Tom, Dick, and 
Harry and create monopolies which the law 
could ngt reach; that it might lengthen the 
terms and increase the pay of the officers who 

were igs pets, regulate city governments and 
boundaries at its will, and pass laws like the’ 
one extending to ninety-nine years the life of 
the franchises of the Chicago street railways. 
If the people are ready to make these changes 
they will do so, but there are no signs as yet

It has not escaped Judge Anthony’s atten- 
tion tha’ thes@ Constitution-tinkers do not tell 
the public ,what they are driving at. They 
have never a'word to say about the removal 
of lirfiitations on indebtedness and special 
legislation, but they parade a number of other 
things which they say ought to be done but 
‘the doing of which is impossible with the 
Constitution as it is. Some of these Judge 
Anthony took up and exposed. He showed 
that the organic law did not make the Su- 
preme Court a nomadic body, but that the 
Legislature could limit 1ts sessions to one 
place whenever it pleased. He pointed out. 
that the Pex of Cook County Justices could 
be changed'and the character of the men im- 
proved without altering the Constitution. As 
the result of many years’ experience as a nisi 
prius: Judge he declared that the cause of the 
things complained of in the administration 
of criminal jurisprudence must be looked 


for el ere than in the Constitution or the

Niki prius Judges had been by various judicial 
decisions, dicta, and practices deprived of almost 
every power they ever possessed by the common 
law until they had become little better than - 
moderators infa debate. (ommon sense seemed 
to be about the last thing made use of in review- 
ing criminal trials and the guilt or innocence of 
the accused was wholly ignored. A great crimi- 
nal backed by money could almost defy the people, 
not by the use of it ia corrupting courts but by 
resorting to changes of venue, bills of particu- 
lars, excepting to-everything under Heaven, and 
then calling upon the court of last resort for its | 
aid and assistance in construing everything done 
and said against the court, the jury, the prose- 
cuting &ttorney, the clerk, and even the bailiffs. 

By this time the voters have learned pretty 
well what the real meaning of this clamor for 
a constitu ional convention is and they will 
sit down dn the scheme whenever they get a 
chance.

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|.‘ BRIBING CANADIAN IMMIGRANTS. 
Advertigements i» some of the English 
papers announce that the Canadian Govern- 
ment is now offering pecuniary inducements 
to emigrants to settle on its lands in the 
Northwest. Payment of $15 will be made to 
ach head of a family who within six’ months 
om? the date of sailing will take up 160 acres 
of land in Manitoba, the Northwest Territo- 
ries, or British Columbia. An additional bonus 
of $7.50 will be paid for the wife of such set- 
tler and for each other member of his family 
over 12 years old. who accompanies him in 
taking up land. Any male member of the 
family, 18 years old or more, who may within 
six months from the date of settlement 
take up his separate quarter section 
will be entitled to} the full bonus ‘of 
‘$15, and a premium of $5 is offered 
to steamship agents for each person over 18 
years of age who emigrates to Canada and 


meager telegrams which have reached the 
United States since the outbreak the revolu- 
tionists have risen in @ good cause. Balma- 
ceda, followimg the example of most of the 
Presidents of the South American and Central 
American Republics, wants to name his suc- 
cessor in the Chilean Presidency, being’ him- 
self ineligible, and has selected as his man a 
poor, weak tool named Enfuentes. He has 
steadily resisted all the reforms proposed by 
the Liberais, who are in a’ large majority 
in the Chilean Legislature, and. proposes to 
govern the country for himself and a clique 
of rich men at Santiago, who are disposed to 
favor a monarchy. This little oligarchy has 
monopolized the offices at the Capital, the 
Governorships of the provinces, and the chief 
positions in the army andynavy. Until re- 
cently’ Balmaceda has maintained himself 
against the Legislature because it was split 
up into numerous factions. During his Presi- 
dency there have been more than twenty 
Cabinets asa result of these factions, which 
have been encograged by this unscrupulous 
intriguer. 

The present Ministry was censured by the 
Chambers by a large majority last June, but 


‘as the Ministers are mere creatures of Balma- 


ceda he retained them in office in spite of the 
vote of the Chambers. Thereupon the latter 


refused “to vote supplies”’—that is, to ap-_ 


propriate for the support of the Government. 
Balmaceda at once called im all the money be- 
longing to the Government in the banks at 
Santiago and thus came near creating a dis- 
astrous financial panic. Disorders and labor 
riots, growing out of the suspension of 
public works and _  0»private 
followed thé withdrawal of the bank 
loans. The troops were called in from 
the provinces to terrorize the people. 
The popular agitation was kept up, however, 
and at‘a great meeting in Santiago last Octo- 
ber resolutions were adopted declaring it “‘ the 
duty of all honest citizens of the Republic, 
without distinction of party, to unite their ef- 
forts to resist the usurpations of authority by 
legal means as long as the Government keeps 
within constitutional bounds, and by every 
possible means when it oversteps them.” As 
the Government already had overstepped the 
constitutional bounds this was a declaration of 
revolution. There has been no peace in Chile 
since. 

More than half the troops are disaffected, 
but as the officers are mostly members of Bal- 
maceda’s oligarchy the disaffection has not 
been fully utilize@ by*the revolutionists. They 
seem to be gaining, however. Their program 
of reform at the first was rather moderate, 
including only the election of the Provincial 
Governors’ by the people, the establishment 
of a Supreme Court, the appointments to 
which should meet with the approval of the 
Chainbers, and the abrogation of special 
privileges enjoyed by the oligarchs and the 
churchmen. As the revolution has proceeded 
these demands have increased; and the revo- 
lutionists now propose a constitution similar 
to that of the United States, with home rule 
for the provinces, and the election of the 
President by the popular vote properly 
guarded. Under any circumstances the over- 
throw of Balmaceda would bea gain for lib- 
erty and progress. 


REINFORCE THE CANADIAN LIBERALS. 

It is evident that the Canadian Liberals are 
anxious for some favorable expression by Con- 
gress in the matter of unrestricted reciprocity, 
pending the dissolution of < s,diament, which 
will speedily occur. It is also evident that the 
Dominion Administration will go before the 
country to meet this issue pledged to the so- 
called national policy, which, as applied to the 
United States, means that the Tories will 
favor reciprocity with this country which does 
not include manufactures—in other words, 
reciprocity in natural products only. This 
is Sir John Macdonald’s official declaration in 
his Albany Club speech. ‘The answer to this 
one-sided scheme of reciprocity is made suffi- 
ciently emphatic in Mr. Blaine’s letter to Rep- 
resentative Baker stating that no scheme for 
reciprocity will be considered by this Govern- 
ment which 1s confined to natural products. 
The declaration of the Tory Premier was 
made in view of approaching dissolution and 
as the issue upon . which he will go to the peo- 
ple of the Dominion.

The Celebrated Case of Charles F. Vail, 
Charged with Killing His Wife, to Be 
Called at St. Louis Today-—A Supreme 
Court Case Wherein Iowa and Nebraska 
Figure—Notorious Wilson Howard Under

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 1,—[Special. ]—-The 
trial of Charles F. Vail, charged with the 
murder of.his wife, Fanny Vail, at Old Or- 
chard, a small place a short distance from 
this city, early last summer, will begin in the 
Criminal Court tomorrow. Vail was a book- 
keeper in a well-known business house here. 
His wife was ene of three daughters of a 
widow named Slatjerly,.and at one time was 
in the eniploy: of a street-car line 
in the city in the capagity of “spotter.” She 
was a very. dsome woman, came of a good 
family, and was welt _— 
liked 4y all who knew 
her. Vail had her life 
heavily insured and the 
day of the tragedy, be- 
fore joining her at Old 
‘Orchard, where she was 
visiting relatives, he 
took out a policy which 
was to expire twenty- 
four hours from the 
time of issue. On the 
day of his arrival at the 
little suburb he was as- | 
sisting his wife into aF 
wagon in the presence 
of a number of persons 
when a revolver in his CHARIEs ¥. VAIT. 
overcoat pocket was discharged, the bullet 
lodging in the woman’s abdomen. She was 
carried 'inta the house and died soon after- 
ward. Vail claimed that the hammer of the 
revolver accidentally struck the wheel of the 
wagon, The bady was interred without an in- 
quest. This led-to. an investigation, the re- 
mains were exhumed, and an autopsy and in- 
‘quest held. The result was that Vail was 
charged with murdering his wife and was ar- 
rested. Many subsequent sensational feat- 
ures in the case developed, and it was consid- 
ered second only to the famous Maxwell case 
in point of interest. case against Vail 
has twice been called and twice postponed, 
but it is believed that it will now be allowed 
to proceed.

During a discussion in the Marine Associa- 
tion, now in session at Toronto, Ont., 1t was 
stated that a shortage was frequently found in 
grain weighed at Chicago after its arrival in 
Kingston, and it was decided to ask the Ca- 
nadian Government to appoint an inspector 
to be stationed at Kingston who shall see that 
proper scales dre used in the weighing of 
grain. ' 

** Kingston has always been noted for its 
shortages in grain cargoes,’”’ said a Board of 
Trade man yesterday. ‘*‘ Why, when vessels 
had little more capacity than canal _boats, 
Kingston would find bigshortages. There has 
always been somethingthe matter with the. 
scales or the weighers there. Chicago grain 
cargoes show less shortages than those from 
any other port. Duluth and other places had. 
big shortages last year, but Chicago only a. 
few meee ones.”’ ok .

Bismarck, N. D., Feb. 1.—[Special.}]—The 
temperance people have begun a vigorous can- 
vass to regain what they lost by neglect in the 
fall election. Miss Addie E, Kinnear, Presi- 
dent of the W..C. T. U., Saturday sent to Bis- 
marck for presentation to the Legislature a 
petition signed by several thousand citizens 
asking that the present prohibitory law be 
maintained.

Col. William C. Young the Oldest Graduate 
of West Point—His Career. 

Col. William C. Young, whose portrait is 
given herewith, is one of the remarkable and 
historic characters of this generation. He is 
now inthe ninety-second year of his age, 
vigorous physically and méntally, and was re- 
cently elected a director of a railroad in which 
he is a stockholder. His military education 
and service have stamped themselves upon 
his personality and he still, notwithstanding 
his great age, possesses the erect carriage and 
amuutary bearing of the soldier. 

Col, Young was born at. Youngstown, O., 
Nov. 25, 1799, the city having been founded

He studied and prac- 
ticed surveying in his 
boyhood, and when 18 
years old was one of 
the party that made the 
first survey for locating 
the Erie Canal upop 
. which to base estimhktes 
for its construction, 

In 1818 he, obtained 
an pointment as 
cadet in the West Poing 
Military Academy 
graduated in 1822, and

YOUNG. of artillery and served 
until 1826, when he resigned his commission to 
devote himself wholly to civil engineering. 
He is now the oldest living graduate of West: 
Point, and by virtue of which he is the’ Presi- 
dent of its alumni. | 

Col. Young’s professional career embraces 
the history of the great public works of New 
York and several in other’ States East, West, 
and South, and ampng them may be mgntion- 
ed the Pennsyl?ania Canal, the usetts 
and Western railroad, the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad,-the Hudson River railroad, the Pan- 
ama railroad? and the New York Central rail- 
road; also the Scheneqtady and Saratoga and 
the Schenectady and Utica, whi€éh were among 
the first railroads built in this cougtry. | 

Col. Young possessed great ingenuity and 
‘fertility of resource in engineering, and his 
genius: so gpparent in all his at undertak- 
ings has been widely acknowledged. In al- 
most his first railroad work he projected the 
cross-tie system, since unive y adopted in

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—The 
combined farmers’ and labor organizations of 
Indiana have made public a catalogue of de- 
mands, which they insist must receive the 
careful consideration of the General Assem- 
bly, It mdicates what is likely to be the 
most important legislation, and is as follows: 

1, A fee and salary law whereby all county 

offi¢ers shall be placed on a fixed salary, and 
required to pay all fees into the County Treas- 
ury. 
2, A system of taxation providing for a just 
assessment of all kinds of property to the end 
that all classes shall contribute to the expenses 
of the State. 

3. That corporations be required to pay a 
tax commensurate with all of the privileges 
they enjoy.

It Places the Senate Practically Out of the 
Reach of the Democrats. 
Corumsus, O., Feb. ,1.—|Special.]—Gov. 
Campbell, Secretary of State Ryan, and Audi- 
tor Poe will this week apportion the new Ohio 
Senatorial Districts under the recent us. 
According to the population and the law

at present. .Each of these districts and the 
thirteen single districts wil) have one Repre- 
sentative. Hamilton County will get four 
Senators for the whole period, and Cuyahoga 
will have three, The Lucas district will get 
three Senators eight years of the time and 
two Senators two years. These three districts 
will therefore furnish ten of the thirty-five 
Senators, instead of seven as. heretofore. It 
appears that the Apportionment bill will be 
much to the advantage of the Republicans.

The surgeon did look, and saw that the 


dreadful weapon of deatli had entered the 


breast just below the left‘hipple, had pierced 
the heart and back, and had absolutely, so to 
speak, nailed the body to the rceking mattress. 
But the surgeon observed still more. After 
removing the dagger and washing away tife 
blood he saw: that the unfortunate Bradley’s 
breast had been artistically tattooed, after the 
fashion prevalent in the navy with the shield 
and arms of the United States. This was on 
the right breast, while over the left, partially 
perforated by the cruel stiletto, was tattooed 
a human heart with a dagger pierciwg it and 
the red blo6d gushing from the wound! 

In the torrid September of 1877 I found my- 
self at Fort Duncan, just outside Eagle Pass, 
Tex., and on the parched banks of the yellow 
Rio Grande. Maj. Schofield, brother of the 
present head of the army, and now dead some 
years, coinmanded the post. He and all of 
the officers treated me most kindly. Among 
the rest I was introduced to Surgeon Byrne, 


, the chief medical ofticer of the fort, and one 


of the most accomplished and interesting men 
that ever graced the military service, H 
vited me to take aride around the adjacent 


>country—an invitation which I gladly ac- 


cepted. We drove for some _ miles 
along the murky river, enjoying what 
breeze was created by the rapid motion 
a very excellent team, when suddenly the 
wind shifted from southwest to almost due 
north, the bright blue sky became overcast, 
the sand hills4n the banks of the river, smit- 
ten by asavage blast, became disintegrated, 
and tilled the whole atmosphere with a pun- 
gent dust, and we who, but a moment before, 
were actually perspiring, became chilled to the 
marrow. We were struck by “a norther’’— 
a description weather. which is almost 
unknown outsi thee subtropical portions 
of this continent. The surgeon immediately 
turned his horses’ heads -toward the fort. 
and, despite the howling tempest, we were 
not long in reaching our destinatiofi. An 
orderly rushed out.of the surgeon’s quarters 
and touk charge.of the team, while we, our 
teeth chattering, gained the inside of, the edi- 
tice as rapidly as possible. 

The resources of medical hospitality soon 


Placed us beyond the reach of achill. Night 


fell amid a roaring wind-storm and the tem- 
perature for some hours suggested the Arctic 
zone. Huge logs were plated upon the fire 
irons by the attendant and soon a cheerful 
blaze illuminated the hospitable hearth of the 
pleasant man of science. 

Both of us had had frontier experiences, and 
of these we mostly talked. From the surgeon,

Wasuinerton, ID). C., Feb. 1.—The election of 
wMr. Peffer to succeed Sendtér Ingalls m 
Kansas emphasizes the new alliance between 
the South and the West for free trade and 
cheaper money. It is not generally known 
that the Alliance movement in Kansas was 
engineered by representatives ffom the South. 
It is a new invasion of the North. The Al- 
liance movement was started in Kansas for 
the simple {urpose of felieving agricultural 
distress. In the last two years there has been 
great suffering in the State. ‘This has been 
brought » about, first, by bad crops, 
drought, and, second, .by. overspecula- 
tion. Agents‘ from the «East have 
gone through the State offering loans upon 
the most favorable conditions to the . farmers. 
Many were tempted by these favorable condi- 
tions to attempt improvements that they 
would not have begun under ordinary clir- 
cumstances. Real-estate values were also in- 
creased artificially through the stimulus of ex- 
cessive speculation. When the reaction caine 
with the drought thére ‘was great distress 
throughout the State. Many farmers were 
left in a completely destitute situation. [Half 
the State isembraced in the arid region.] 
Some of them saw actual starvation staring 
them inthe face. It was not an unnatural 
thing fer them to imagine that the Govern- 
ment should come to their relief [and loan 
them lots of cheap fiat shinplasters|. The Al- 
liances formed early in thé history of this dis- 
tress were wade later compact, enthusiastic 
bodies through the skillful management of 
three ex-Confederate ofticers who came from 
the South to take charge of the movement. 
After they arrived they formed an inner coun- 
cil of six. The proceedings of this council 
were secret, and it was only. after this secret 
inner ecounci?t was formed that the Alliance 
really entered the political tield. Atter a time 
this inner council was increased until a point 
was reachei when the general Alliance meet- 
ing was secret. The whole system through- 
out the State was well organized. The disci- 
pline was almost military. ‘lhe farmers were 
told that the Republican party:-was opposed 
to tiat money for the relief of the people. It 
was on the side of the bondholders and sus- 
tained a villainous tariff, which was specially 
formed for the purpose of robbing the farm- 
ers. , 
Joined Hands with Anarchists. 

The Ailiance sent into every township lect- 
urers who were called teachers. Their ex- 
penses were paid and they were furnished with 
all kinds of pamphlets and documents for the 
dissemination of the doctrines of cheap fiat 
money and no tariff.. As the campaign of last 
year went on doctrines. were advanced which, 
if carried out to the end, would produce an- 
archy. The Alliance crank leaders seized 
upon every class of social lecture for the pur- 
pose of stirring up the discontent of the peo- 
ple. Few of these lectures were reported in 
the great papers. The real history of the 
campaign is as yet unwritten. The move- 
inent’ was secret and the means em- 
ployed to carry the end were so out of 
the ordinary way that it was only when the re- 
sult was reached that people began to ask 

uestions concerning the Kansas campaign. 

n this Kansas campaign there were lecturers 
from the Socialist and Anarchist classes of 
Chicago, people who took part in the An- 
archist riots and who called the Haymarket 
assassins martyrs, and who-cried out through 
the length and breadth of Kansas for a revenge 
in their name. Twowomen representing the 
Chicago Anarchist press were also permitted 
to have engagements under the direction of the 
Alliance. These women came into the canvass 
with fiery eyes, with wild, loose-flying hair 
and inflamed faces, shouting with the fury of 
viragues worse doctrines than were ever ut- 

‘tered by the representatives of the Commune 
in Paris. 

A new element was also introduced into 
American politics. It was the influence of the 
secret society. Individual voters were sworn 
into solemh “organizations, and they agreed, 
under fearful penalties of ostracism and busi- 
ness boycott, topwork for the downfall of the 


the Democrats were the stfongest the Alliance 
_-vdtes were given to the Democrats. In the 
townships where the Democrats were in the 
minority they gave their v@ts to the Alliance 
people. dn this way,the overwhelming révo- 
ution in ‘the State was brought about, 
The members of the Alliance were shield- 
ed in every way from anything like participa- 
tion in the discussions Of the day. When 
Senator ee went home to the State late 
in the fallto make a series of campaign 
speeches, the*Alliance followed him in this 
way. 
for certain dates at certain places. The 
| Alliance people immediately made arrange- 
ments to have great gatherings at another 
point. in. the township. ‘They would issue 
orders to the members of the society to be 
present. at these gatherings. They strengthened 
this order. by. making the place of. meeting as 
attractive as possible. Nearly always picnics 
or barbecues were given in connection with 
the meetings, : 
g Crying Out Against Taxes. 
_ The political excitement throughout the 
State ran high. In some places. it amounted 
almost to madness. The absolute misery and 
suffering in Bome parts of the State formed a 
good basis for the revolt which was led by 
these skillful ex-Confederates. The suffering 
was charged up to the capitalists of the coun- 
try. Propositions to redistribute property, to 
print flat money, and to abolish all laws relat- 
ing to the gollection of tariff duties were 
eagerly listened to by the members of the Al- 
lianee. Men who had served with the Re- 
publican .party for many years, who 
were in great financial distress, followed 
the guidance of these new leaders, mis- 
led by the false nope that some good 
might be accomplhsh The favorite argu- 
inent addressed to them was to try the new 
remedy just once, to see if great benefits 
would not result. This temptation to try a 
new course in politics for just onee was what 
increased to such a degree the vote against the 
Republican party in Kansas. Upon election- 
day the discipline of the Alliance had reached 
its height. The members of the Alliance were 
convened in the various school-houses through- 
out the State. There they were placed aioe 
the direction of Captains, and first sworn to 
speak to no one to answer no questions 
addressed to them by any one until their votes 
were cast. Then'they were marched out four 
abreast, silent and grim, under the direction 
of, their leaders to the ballot-boxes, where they 
vSted with the regularity and silence of weli- 
disciplined military platoons. 
- When theelection was over the Alliance peo. 
ple were fora time overwhelmed with their 
own victory. ‘Theyti 5u in accom- 
plishing much ee han ny of them had 
anti ipated. But duri he whole fight they 
were in the hands of Southern leaders, 
and so, when it came to reap some of the re. 
sults of their victory and to elect a United 
States Senator from their own ranks to suc. 
ceed Senator Incallis, great confusion for a 
time resulted. Luvy and jealousy at first 
nade it impossible for the Alliance to unite 
upon yone. The Southern Confederates 
who hadwied them could not have one of their 
- mber elected, because 


they were non-resi- 
ts in the State. . ous 
How Peffer \! as Chosen. 
This was what <ave Senutor Ingalls confi- 
denge.p He believed that the Alliance wdenis 
were 80 divided among themselvés that they 
would never be ablato unite. The Confeder- 
ate m rs who carried Kansas set out 
early, for a pivueer movement in Illinois, 
Iowa, Nebrasko, and Wisconsin, It was in 
their absence that this confusion existed in the 
Alliance ranks. But just before the election 
they returned, called together first the in. 
terior Junta, and made a selection. ‘‘ Judge ”’ 
Peffer was selected firat by the inner council 
of ex-Confederates as the most available 
man. After this was done it was only 
a question of discipline and good manage- 
ment. The Alliance representatives who 
in caucus received the order of tite 
council with approval.

SENATOR KOONTZ CREATES A SENSATION. 


An Alliance Man Who Looks at Both Sides 
of the Question. 

Omaha Bee: There was a dramatic scene in 
the irrigation convent:on at McCook late 
Wednesday afternoon, when Senator Koontz 
of Hayes County mounted the platform. The 
hall was crowded, and members of the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, who uproariously ‘applauded the 
appearance of the Senator of tlieir choice, 
probably constituted a majgrity of those pres- 
ent. The dim light within the hall and the 
howling blizzard without added to the strange- 
ness ofthe spectacle which followed the Sen- 
ator’s first sentence. 

Turning sharply as he reached the piatform, 
Senator Koontz said, with a dramatic gesture: 
‘Now, what do you want? Will you widen 
the gap between capital and labor, or will you 
close it?’ The audience, puzzled at. this ab- 
rupt opening, which had no apparent refer- 
ence to the object of the convention, remained 
silent until the Senator repeated his demand 
with renewed emphasis, and added: “I want 
your answer before I go any further.” At this 
the farmers in the audience, as by a common 
| impulse, called out loudly, “Close it!’ ‘We 
want it closed !’” 

“(, you want it closed,’ answered Senator 
Koontz. ‘Now, I will tell you whyI asked. 
I received bushels of letters at Lincoln from 


the usury question. I open the first one and 
it reads, ‘Fix the law so that in case of 
usury we may take principal and interest 
and hang the man who loaned us the money.’ 
[Laughter, followed by cries of “ No, wee 
Then I open another and it says: *Be carefu

If you try to be too radical you 
will crush the life out of the men in this part 
of the State.’ [Loud applause.| So with all 
the letters, they are fullof contradictions. 
Now, I came here to face my constituents and 
ask you what you think of these radical meas 

ures. I believe we must bring capital and 
labor together and not drive them further 
apart. I want to protect the farmer in his 
rights, but I want to protect the railroad, the 
bank, and evéry man and interest in their just 
rights, too. ‘{[Great applause.| We cannot 
make every man in this country equally pros- 
perous orrich. Why, if I were to give all you 
men an equal sum of money apiece tonight, 
by a week from tonight one-third of the men 
would have two-thi of the money. [Laugh- 
mig You gan’t make men different by pass- 
ing laws. All you can do 1s to give every man 
equality before the law, and then let the Devil 
take the hindermost. (Laughter and ap- 
plause. | — > 

**Now, I tell you men, my constituents, that 
I propose hereafter to vote my honest convic- 
tions. 
regardless of caucus dictation, and let the con- 
sequences be what they may. [Loud cheer- 
ing.| We fought this campaign against injus- 
tice, and there has been wild talk about what 
we would do. It is true. the farmers 
have been imposed upon, and _ that 
they have arisen in their might until 
they can outvote the Republicans and Demo- 
crats both together in the Legislature. 
Snape We made the fight and won it. 
Now we are in a position to deal out justice or 
njustice.

Making Trouble for Both McCarthy and 
Gladstone. 
|New York Tribune Cable.) 

Lonpox, Jan. 31.—Parliament is making 
substantial progress. There seems to be a 
‘laudable desire to dispose of the work of the 
“session. Mr. Channing’s resolution in favor 
‘of ovefworked railway servants and urging 
that the Board of Trade should limit the hours 
of work and, if necessary, compel the em- 
ployment of more men Almost landed the 
Government in defeat. As the debate went 
on it was revealed that Mr. Channing’s ‘ pro- 
posals met with much sympathy on the Gov- 
ernment side. In the first instance Ministers 
opposed any concessions, but when their 
own supporters appealed for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of inquiry the 
Government was glad to shelve the subject by 
the adoption of that plan. _The front opposi- 
tion bench, however, insisted on a division, /\ 
and the Ministers only carried the amend- 
ment, by 141 to 124. When the committee gets 
to work the first inquiry will be whether or 
not legislation is necessary, and next how it 
shall take effect.

It has been laid 
down in some of the minor law courts that 
to call out workmen on a strike before 
the legal tract has expired is 
a criminal ense. If -this decision 
should be maintained on appeal it will be det- 
rimental to the organizers of trades-unions 
and strike movements. Efforts therefore have 
been made by Mr. E. Robertson to securé 
a parliamentary declaration that intimi- 
dation can only be punished when it assumes 
the shape of actual menace. This proposal 
was rejected by only thirty-six votes.

Parnell Maintaining His Authority.

While waiting for his opponents to make up 
their mind he:is putting them ina tight cor- 
ner by insistihg upon extravagant demands 
which they cannot afford to repudiate. At 
instance, he .declared for 
an Irish Parliament which should have 
the settlement of all the Irish ques- 
tions, subject only to the constitutional 
veto of the Crown. This language provoked 
Mr. McCarthy at Manchester to talk against 
the independence of Ireland. Mr. Parnell’s 
demands are not only embarrassing to the Mc- 
Carthy section, but exceedingly inconvenient 
to the Gladstonian Liberals. The latter real- 
ize how much the populace of Ireland are sup- 
porting Mr. Parnell and how little chance of 
acceptance even the proposals of 1886 would 
have now that Mr. Parnell is openly educating 
the Irish mind to the level of separation. Mr. 
Gladstone has promised to introduce leg. 
islation which shall satisfy Iris 
opinion. He cannot fail to see 
that Irish opinion is now _ travel- 
ing into regions where the English and Scotch 
will not follow. He is said to have expressed 
profound disappointment, and these os pad 
sions lie at the root of many unconfirmed ru- 
mors which have been current the last few 
days that Mr. Gladstone contemplates retire- 
ment from public life. ._The Hartlepool elec- 
tion gave him ground for pausing in that in- 
tention if it ever existed, but he cannot pre- 
vent the disintregation in his own ranks, which 
Mr. Parnell’s recent language has developed.

New Yorx, Jan. 28.—[Special Correspond 
ence. |—The weather is not usually considered 


the mostejmportant or intellectual subject _ 


which can engage the attention of man, but 

though it may. be looked down on by good 

conversationalists it is, nevertheless, about 

the only absolutely safe thing to tatk about. 

The police never have to be called in to sup- 

press a discussion of the weather. No man 

who invariably sticks to the weatheras a basis 

for his remarks is ever seen going around with 
a black eye. Even the man who tells abaxi-tha 
hard winter of ’28. or the late frost in "17, or 

the redhot summer of the year 1809 is usually 
spared for the sake of his grandchildren. The 
weather imay, in short, be said to be the great 

conversational clearing-house, absolutely safe 

and always in order, and: we may in the pres- 

ent instance turn our attention to it with @ 

clear conscience and with the absolute cer-- 
tainty of not offending<any one. 

New York had some remarkable weather 
the other day. But New York never has any 
weather that; isn’t remarkable. This particu- 
lar storm, however, was rather more remark- 
able than usual. 
was the worst since the great blizzard of 1888, 
New-Yorkers consider that the.great blizzard 
marked an epoch in their history. They reck- 
on time by’ it, as, such and sucha thing hap- 
pened either before or after the blizzard... It 
is firmly believed here that the late memora- 
ble atmosphenic and terrestrial disturbance in 
which Noah figured was nothing compared 
with the great March blizzard. : 

Speaking of the great blizzard it was a fair 
sort of a storm, but it has been greatly over- 
rated by the natives here. There was consid- 
erable snow and a reasonable amount of wind, 
but the thermometer was away up above Zero 
somewhere. There are places in this country 
—say, for instance, in Dakota or Minnesota— 
where the farmers would select such a day as 
Blizzard day to get tneir hay to 
market, jydging it a calm and al 
together desirable - occasion one 
which, perhaps, would not be enjoyed again 


before spning. New York’s great blizzard * 
. would have been scarcely noticed in St. Paul. 


The warm-blooded citizens of that popular 
winter resort would have put on their vavogEee 
suits azd gone out skating on the roof of the 
Ice Palace. The editor of the Pioneer-Preas 
would have written a column article about the 


dry air—or perhaps if St.. Paul had had the

NAVAL SECRETARY TRACY'S OPINION 
QF TWO VESSELS, ; 


Some Practical Lessons of Our New Navy 
in the Speech Prepared by the Secre- 
tary ofthe Navy for the Interrupted 
Banquet Held in New York at Which 
Secretary Windom Died 

“ Description of the Vessels. 
New York Times: * Our Navy” was to have 
been the subject of Secretary Tracy’s speech 
at the Board of Trade dinner Thursday hight, 
when the sudden death of Mr. Windom 
brought the program to an unexpected close. 


There were a good many interesting state- | 


ments in the Secretary’s manuscript, and, had 
it been read aloud, many of those present 
would have learned some important practical 
lessons of the new navy. After showing how 
the navy affects the trade and transportation 
of the country, Secretary Tracy’s manuscript 
reads as follows: 

‘* At the close of the war our navy consisted 
of 700 vessels and 50,000 men, It was the 
largest and most powerful navy the world had 
ever seen. In twenty-four years we fell 
from the first to the thirteenth naval 
power, Even hittle . Holland — having 
less than one-fenth of our  pop- 
ulation, one-thirtieth of our wealth, and one- 
hundreth of our area—maintained a fleet of 
nincty-four vessels, against forty-two pos- 
ses by the United States. Had we not 
commenced the construction of a new navy in 
1882 our naval force today would have been

New Vessels. 


In regard to the new shipe the manuscri ipt 


reads: 

“ Oct. 1, 1890, bids were lesuaa and con- 
tracts awarded for the buildin ng of three gp 0 
at a cost which will not exce $3,750,000, or 
$250,000 inside the limit of each ship. It is 
not believed that their equal as fighting ships 
exists today. 

* With a “displacentent of 10,200 tons they 
have a length of 348 feet and 69 feet 3 inches 
beam. Their speed. will be 16.2 knots as a 
maximum and 15 knots sustained sea speed, 
with a coal endurance ample for ali work on 
the coast, the Gulf of Mexico, or the isthmus 
and West Indies. Their side armor is 18 
inches thick and that of the turrets and bar- 
bettes protecting the heavy guns 17inches, The 
battery is the heaviest and most effective in 
battle carried today by any ship afloat or pro- 
jected. Into the hulls of these ships are to be 
placed fourthirteen-inch, eight eight-inch, and 
four six-inch guns, with sixteen six-pounders, 
four one-pounders, and four Gatlin The 
weight of these guns alone is 376 tons, and of 


the carriages in which they move 295 tons 


more, or a total weight of armament of 671 
tons. 

“The armor to girotect them adds 1,610 
more tons, and 564 tons of ammunition will 
fill the magazine of each ship. The weight of 
gnetal in a single discharge of broadsid® fire 
will be 5,051 pounds, over two tons and a half, 
and in the first ten minutes of engagement

pounds of steel. The energy of a single 
projectile from a thirteen-inch gun would 
raise 33,000 tons one foot and netrate 
twenty-six inches of solid steel. It would 
taise such a ship as I am describing, weighing 
10,000 tons, three feet into the air, and the 
total energy of all its guns would lift one of 
these battle ships twenty-one feet from tne 
water. No battery afloat or designed abroad 
has equal power or efficiency. ° 

‘Such is one battle ship, built to fight 
and not torun away. 

A Protected pone 

** In protected cruiser No. 12 we have a ship 
of a radically different and altogether .novel 
type. ‘As our battle ship is designed to fight 
and not to run, this ship is built-to run and 
not to fight. She is intended to be a com- 
merce destroyer and nothing else. In a con- 
flict with a foreign Power its commerce with 
this country would cease at once on the break- 
ing out of hostilities. , 

** It is essential, therefore, that we should be 
able to strike their distant lines of trade with 
other Nations, and to do this we must go 3,000 
miles from our own coast. For such work it 
is evident that cruisers like the Baltimore and 
her class, whose total coal endurance is lim- 
ited to 6 000 miles, are inadequate. 
They would be unable to remain for 

| rf considerable length of time im the 
field of action unless we adopted the 
hazardous experiinent of either trusting to 
their capturing colliers from the enemy or of 
— — colliers to meet them at some 
ee point. No soouer would they 
meine there sphere of usefuiness than they 
would be compelled to start on their return 
to the United States. 

“‘Crasier No, 12 isdesigned to meet just such 
acontingency. She is a vessel of distinctive 
type, having no parallel in any navy in the 
world. Her first characteristic is great speed. 
She is required to have sustained speed in the 
open sea of twenty-one knots, and it is ex- 
pected that she will reach tw enty-two. To 
enable her to do this she has been given a 
length of. 412 feet, making her the longest 
man-of-war in the world. She has 58 feet 
beam ‘and 7,400 tons displacement. The 
machinery consists of three sets of triple ex- 
pansion engines, driving three screws. 

“* By meang of this machinery the enormous 
amount of over 20,000 horse-power is devel- 
oped. It willcarry mcre than 2,000 tons of 
coal, which, at ten knots an. hour, will give it 
an endurance of 103 days in a radius of action 
of 26,520 knots. It could steam out of the 
harbor of New York, go around the world, and 
return to its home port without recoaling. 
The protective deck, four inches in thickness, 
will protect its vitals against any except heavy 

uns, while it has a battery sufficiently power- 

1| to enable it to sink any of the fast Atlantic 
liners that would be armed for self-protection 
in time of war. 

** In this ship, pee ny the battery is sacri- 
ficed to speed and coal endurance. It is its 
mission to run and nottofight. Under no 
circumstances would it engage a man-of-war, 
but it will limit its efforts entirely to the de- 
struction of the enemy’s commerce. Six such 
ships would sweep from the seas the com- 
merce of any enemy as at present protected,”’

SUMMARY OF THE SITUATION.

Progress all over the world toward an easier 
money market is the most noticeable feature of 
the situation. It was illustrated in London dur- 
ing the week by another reduction of the Bank of 
England rate. The bank rate is now 3 per cent, 
just Malf what it was a year ago, and the rate for 
call loans in the open market has dropped as low 
asiper cent. The bank’s store of gold is now 
large and the prospects for heavy demands for 
gold exports have disappeared. Germany does 
not want the metal, the drain to Holland has 
ceased, and Freatch exchange i is recovering stead- 
ily. In New York during the week deposits in- 
creased heavily, but the increasé in loans abont 
kept pace with the increase in deposits,and the sur- 
plus reserve stands without material change. The 
money situation here has softened considerably 
during the month, although rates have nominally 
been maintained at 7 per cent. The prospects for 
the month that has just begun strongly point to- 
ward lower rates. A general reduction to 6 per 
cent seems likely to come soon. 

The improvement in the money market is hav- 
ing its effect on general business. Inc ac- 
tivity is to be noticed. The wholesale trade here 
is in an entirely satisfactory condition. It still 
has a basis of exceptionally good country collec- 
tions. There is little if any complaint heard about 
the way the country is paying bills. It is now 
evident that the effects of the financial troubles 
of last fall were more severely felt in the East 
than in the West and the 2 we there is to be 
much slower. The territory tributary to Chicago 
is in about as prosperous condition as it was be- 
fore the trouble last fall. 

The intimate connection between the financial 

+uation in this country and the situation in En- 
gland has never been so fully apparent as it was 
made by the financial disturbances of last year. 
The more complete appreciation of the commer- 
cial connectioh between the two countries makes 
information regarding the foreign trade situation 
specially interesting. There is a lull there in the 
iron trade as there is here. There has been a fall 
in prices, but buyers still defer purchasing be- 
cause they think they see a prospect of a further 
decline. Speculation in pig-iron warrants is ata 
& The steel rail trade is speciaily 
dull, With few orders in the market and 
prospects for more not particularly favor- 
able. The shipbuilding trade is also dull, The 
dyliness in shipbuilding is largely attributed-to 
the weakness in freights. The phenomenally cold 
winter has left many ports icebound and led to 
the laying up of many steamers. That has nat- 
urally had its effect on the freight market and 
transportation rates have risen, which in turn is 
expected to put life into the shipbuilding indus- 
try., The manufacturing business in many 
is depressed, Several of the large firms at Shef- 
field are endeavoring to enforce a reduction of 
wages. There is activity in the building of loco- 
motives and railway cars, an indication of raihway 
prosperity that is borne out by the reports from 
the railway companies, The wool and cloth mar- 
kets are in a satisfactory condition and show 
signs of coming improvement. Altogether the 
trade reports point to a fairly favorable outlook, 
although the situation at the present moment is 
generally depressed. 

There is no great progress Being made at clear- 
ing up the complications in the Western railway

colored man who has just arrived there from 
Sabine Parish, La., and who until less than 
six months ago did not know that slavery had 
been abolished. He was owned and worked — 
by Manuel Lafitte, a French Creole, who owns 
a large plantation and over 500 negroes. He 
does not allow the colored people to speak to 
a stranger under the penalty of death. Even 
when they went to the railroad towns 
to haul “cotton the ‘master and over- 
seers guarded them with loaded  shot- 
guns and threatened to shoot them if they 
spoke toa white man. Hunter has two belek 
ribs andthe scars of the lash interlace his - 
back. At one time not long ago. he. was tied 
up to a post and given 200 lashes for a very - 
trivial offense. He says that men and women 
are frequently whipped. They never sell an 
of them, but in every other way it is as moth = 
slavery asever existed. He says no white © 
men ever came through there. He was near
